New York, April 6, 1898. 

The little suite of offices popularly 
known as the New York Cuban Junta,, 
and located in adingy building on New 
Street, is the-scene of unusual activity 
these stirring days. Cuban agents are 
hurrying.in and out, groups are gath- 
ereil about desks here and there,: in 
earnest conversation, and there is 
heard through all the rooms, the hum 
of animated talk.. The New York 
Delegation,as it is called by all Cubans 
is the most important branch of. the’ 
Cuban Government in the United 
States. -From here are arranged all 
the big filibusteriag expeditions which 
have taken supplies to the Cuban 
Army. Senor Thomas.Estrada Palma, ' 
who is at the head of the Delegation, is 
the niost important representative of 
the Cuban Republic in the, United 
States. He is a skillful diplomat and a 
most careful and conservative repre- 
sentative of his Government. He isa 
man of high intellectual qualities, be- 
ing a forceful writer and speaker. For 
three years he has managed the Cuban 
affairs in this Country with rare tact 
and judgment. 

Senor Palma is a soldier as well as a 
diplomat. In the ‘Ten. Years War” 
in which his country fought for free- 
dom, Senor Palma fought almost con- 
tinuously fur nine years, attaining the 
rank of Major-General in the Cuban 
army.: , 

It is important at this, time when 
hostilities with Spain are imminent 
to understand the relations which 
would exist between the Cuban and 
United States Armies in the event of 
war. These relations are being quick- 
ly prepared for by the Cubans, and are 
outlined to me as follows by one in 
authority to detail the plans. 

The Cuban Army now has 30,000 
men in the field, but the guerrilla 
campaigning of the Cubans is’ of such 
anature that ali. the men who can 
fight are not needed in the field at 
once, and between those on leave and 
thousands of others who would openly 
espouse the patriot’s cause in case of 
war with Spain, it is estimated that. 
nearly 100,000 Cubans could be placed 
under arms. The moment war broke 
out between the United States and 
Spain, General Maximo Gomez, “Com- 
mander-in-chiefof the Cuban Army, 
would immediately co-operate with 
General Nelson A. Miles, commander 
of the Army of the United States. The 
two generals would plana land attack 
upon Havana. Officers and men of 
the Cuban Army know every square 
acre of Cuban territory. The value of 
this familiaity with the Country, to the 
American troops, would of course be 
inconceivable. There are now in the 
United States 5,000 Cubans ready to 
enter the field the moment war is de- 
clared. Over 1,000 of this number are 
engaged in business in this cily. 
These 5,000 fighting men would be 
placed under the immediate command 
of General Joaquin det Casvillu- ¢popu- 
larly known as Dr. Castillo.) They 
would. at-once place themselves under 
the orders of General Miles. General 
Castillo isone of the hardest fighters 
in the Cuban Army. He was actively 
in the field until 1896 when he was ap- 
pointed sub-delegate to this country by 
the Cuban Government. Since his ar- 
rival in this country he has success- 
fully landed twelve different filibugter- 
ing expeditions on the shores of Cuba, 
In the event of war with Spain, the 
New York Junta would be immediately 
closed. Senor Palma would go at once 
to Washington as the accepted Minis- 
ter of the Cuban Republic. All the 
other members of the Junta would go 
to Cuba to fight. The Cuban Army 
would offer every possib:e support to 
the Army of the United States in an 
insular campaign. 

It will be a surprise to maoy to 
learn that the Cubans at the New York 
Junta have, from the fist, tukeu a

Cotten Manufacturers Say the Condition of 
the Trade Is Critical And They want the © 
tate Laws Changed so as to Give t 
then Protection, 


‘ Ye 


Bostén, Api il 7,~-In the state House of 
Representatives, Wednesday, Mr Wash- 
burn gf Worcester presented the memo 
rial of T. Jefferson Coolidge and others 
relativeto..the condition. and prospects 
of the cotton manufacturing industry iu 
Ma-sachus: tts. The memorial is signed 
by Mr. Cuolidge A. C Pierce, Charles L. | 
Lovering, Eliot C. Clark, C. A. Coleman, 
Eben .S. Draper, Harcourt — Amory; 
Thomas E. Brayton, Howard. Stocktop, 
Augustus Lowell, George F, Fabyan, A. 
S, Covel, A. N. Goodale and H. N. slater 

The subscribers say that the présent 
conditions aud -prospects in the cotton 
industry in this state are sufficiently 
grave to call for an exhaustive study of 
the suject. They continue: ‘*Whether 
this industry, which for two: generations 
has added largely to the wealth and pop- 
ulation of the state, has reached the 
highest point of its expansion, and is 
hereafter to decline, is to-day an open 
question. That its,va'ue to the state is 
beyond a doubt. 
Whether the shrinkage can be arrested 
and the process of expansion can be re- 


.bumed is still a doubt.” The evidence of 


shrinkage appears in lower earnings of 
the-operatives. lower prices of the prod- 


‘ucts, lower market values of the plants 
! and lower profits. 


‘These unsatisfactory conditions . do 
not result from causes under the cuntrol 
of the parties immediately engaged in 
the business. Manufacturers «and oper-: 
atives resist them to their utmost, At 
no time has the machinery been better, 
or the operatives more skilful, or the 
quality ofthe products superior, or the 
commercial or financial management 
abler, than they are to-day. Under the 
Dingley tariff, laborin cotton mills is 
fairly well protected against undue for- 
eign competition. The competition 
comes from other states, where the ma- 
chinery produces more by being sun 
more hours, where wages are lower, avd 
where the taxes and other burdens upon 
the industry are Jess. Unless this com- 

tition can be successfully met, the out- 
ook for the industry in Massachusetts is 
not encouraging, 

“The decay of this industry in Mas- 
sachusetts means. to the operatives 
vastly more than they seem to consider. 
Some of them will be forced to seek 
homes in other states, where the situa- 
tion of labur is less favorable than it is 
in this commonwealth, and those states 
will not‘be likely to repeat the mistakes 
in legislation which have proved, disas- 
trous here. _ ; 

“It must be‘remembered that decay in 
the cotton industry will affect adversely 
the prosperity of the whole state. In re- 
cent years succestive Legislatures have 
passed many acts intendéd for the better 
proection of operatives in mills from the 
possibly unwise or unfair policy of the 
manufacturers. Some of these laws have 
bad the nautral ¢ffect of checking inves- 
ments in machinery, restricting the op- 
portunities for employment, diverting 


capital to other states, and helping to 


build up so sharp a competition outside 
of Massachusetts that the unfortunate 
consequences are now too obvious to be 
any longer ignored. 

“The diverted capital cannot be re- 
called. It is a permanent loss to the 
state. If Massachusetts is to continue 
its present restrictive,policy, it shonld do 
80 with a full ‘understanding of the sac 
rifices involved, both as to capital and 
labor, and be content to see her early 
supremacy as a cotton manufacture con’ 
tinue to decline, while her competitors 
multiply, orshecan face tbe situation 
and aanct her policies to meet the neces- 
sities of the times. . 

‘Every week adds more than.1000 per- 
sons to the population of the state seek- 
ing employment, a large proportion of 
whom are deper dent upon the tools and 
machinery which capital supplies. 

“It is not enough for a growing state 
that its industries be maintained at their 
existing volume. 
others are growing is to fall behind, In- 
telligent legislation may foster industries 
by securing the confidence of capital, to 
the end that a constantly increasing pop-; 
ulation may fiud correspondingly increas- 
ing opportunities to earn a livelihood, 
and thus add strength to the state. 

“If cotton manufacturing in the state 
becomes unprofitable, one or two things 
must happen—wages will be reduced or? 
the business will be abandoned, as has 
been the case in the iron and glass indus- 
tries. Either of these consequences 
would bea great misfortune, which the 
1 egislature shou'd, if possible, prevent in 
the only way in its power: First by rais- 
ing the hours-of- labor at_least.to_the 
pe where they are in viet New Eng- 
and state; and, secondly, by reducing 
the taxation on manufacturing plants, 
which 1s now much in excess of that in 
high taxed England and in the soutbern 
states. The effective way, in our judge- 
ment, would be to-take off-all taxes on 
machinery, without increasing those on 
the real estate used fer manufacturing 
purposes. 

“The present situation may present it- 
self to some persons as baviug nu deeper 
significance than a contest between cap- 
ital and labor, the outcome of which is to 
be a triumph of one over the other. If 
this were the truth there would be no oc- 
casion for this communication, and the 
Legislature would bave no call to inter- 
vene. It is because the difficulty is fun- 
damental, and limited to no class of in- 
dustries in the state, that the responsi- 
bility in the premises rests upon the rep- 
resentatives of all the people” 


Weekly Payment Bill. 


In the senate Monday, Representative 
Cullinane’s weekly payment bill was 
passed, The bill was beaten on a viva 
voce vote. Ona rising vote the bill was 
passed, 14 to 11 The vote was doubted 
and on roll call the bill passed by a vote 
of 16 to 14. Senator Flynn was the only 
one who advocated the bili. He said he 


believed that employes should not be at 


the mercy of the employer to pay when 
he liked.-- There should: be a stated time 
for payment. . Senators: Williams, Cook 
and “Parsons spoke agaihst the bill. 
They argued that some people would 
rather have monthly payments so their 
money would accumulate , 


Franchise for Harvard Overseers. 


In the house of representatives Tues- 
day afternoon the bill extending the 
franchise for overseers of Harvard col- 
lege came up for discussion on its en- 
stage. Mr. Myers of -Cam- 
bridge precipitated the debate by moving 
an amendment strikiug out the referen- 
dum section,which was udded at the pre- 
vious consideration of the measure,..'The 
amendment was adopted, 100 to 53.

any materially false statement.

LAWRENCE. 
DR. BOWKER’S LECTURE. 


Tells People of Boston that Many of the'|-: 


Spaniards Don't Know of Cubin War. 

Dr. John ©. Bowker of this city made 
some interesting statements in his lec- 
ture on Spain, the second in his course 


at Steinert ball, Boston, last week. Dr. 
Bowker learned the Spanish language 
in order to make his observations and 
studies in Spain more complete, and be 
is very well posted on many matters in 
that country. i : 
Speaking of the people, he said: ‘Half 
of the people of Spain cannot read, and 
a large proportion, it is safe to say, do 
not even know that there is @ war in 
Cuba. The peasant people are good 
people, but they are very ignorant, and 
they are kept ignorant. There are prob- 
ably something like 17,000,000 people 
there who do not want war with us, 
while there may be 500,000 who do. 
“The rank and file of the people do 
not want war. Many. times when the 
young men aretaken away to fight for 
Spain their families and, their sweet- 
hearts do not know where—they are to 
be taken. When they are told that they 
are to go to fight in Cuba, their families 
say: ‘Fight for Cuba! Fight for Cuba!’ 
These young soldiers have no hatred for 
Cubans, and they do not relish going to 
Cuba to be killed, or to die of fever, 
“The Spanish common people are 
kind, They areaskind and rita J to 
their children as any people I have 
ever seen;I will not except even the 
Germans orthe Japanese. But there is 
a great chagm between the peasant peo- 
ple and the princes and the politicians} 
‘There isno condemnation tvo just or 
tov severe for the damnable schemes 
and plets of this latter class, . 
“Cuba must be free and Spain knows 
it; and we seem to be the hand ap- 
pointed to free her. (Applause.) Let 
this country secure her freedom by all 
means,

peared for the defence. 

As the law is that in case a man is 
killed as Mr. Tobey was, it’ must be 
proven that he did not die instantly and 
that he suffered pain for an appreciable 
length of time, a large portion 
of the time was taken up by an attempt, 
on the part of the plaintiff, to prove 
that Mr. ‘Tobey was conscious of pain 
the two days he lived after the accident, 
and on the part of the defendant, that 
Mr. Tobey was. unconscious and did not 
suffer--afier he was struck by the sign 
board. 

To support its case the plaintiff in- 
troduced testimony to show that Mr. 
Tobey groaned, that when his wife 
spoke to him he turned his head and 
opened his eyes, and that he called her 
by name on une occasivn. The defend 
aut claimed that Mr. Tobey groaned 
only once, while on the operating table 
at the Haverhill city hospital, and that 
he did not recognize his wife. 

The case was given to the jury at 
noon yesterday and tho jury reached a 
verdict late in the afternoon, but court 
had adjourned to enable the jury in the 
case of Legault vs. Whitcomb to view 
the scene of the accident tu the plain- 
tiff.
